It 
erupted when about 70 parolees 
and trustees began packing their 
gear to be moved to another 
area. 
Resentment built up among 
the other prisoners, a spokes-1 
man said, and about 40 began 
ram paging through the

pound. 
He said Gambardella sent in 
his riot force of MPs, and they 
fired some 20 canisters of tear 
gas to suppress the riot. 
Trouble first broke out in the 
brig Friday night when many 
prisoners began a noisy protest 
against cold food, long delays

Eight prisoners and one guard 
were injured, none seriously, 
Gambardella said.

CHICAGO (AP) — Supporters 
of Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Sen. Eugene J. 
McCarthy fire opening rounds 
today in a propaganda battle 
over delegate seating and plat­ 
form planks for next week’s 
Democratic nominating conven­ 
tion. 
Humphrey, predicting his own 
nomination for president on the 
first ballot, called for the kind 
of “forward looking, labor-Dem- 
ocratic coalition” he jaid can 
lick a Republican ticket headed 
by Richard M. Nixon in Novem­ 
ber. 


The vice president lashed out 
at Nixon. He said the form er 
vice president’s record was one 
synonymous with “ reaction, re ­ 
trenchm ent and retreat.” 
Humphrey said in a speech 
prepared for the United Steel­ 
workers convention that he is 
coming back to Chicago next 
week to fight for the dream of 
Samuel Go rn per s and other la­ 
bor leaders of “ full and equal 
opportunity for all.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
Democratic Platform Commit­ 
tee opened hearings today with 
a plea by its chairm an, Rep- 
Hale Boggs of Louisiana, for 
liar mony—a harmony already 
hreatened by discord over the 
plank on Vietnam. 
Although Vice President Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey has made a 
compromise move toward ac­ 
ceptance of a U.S. halt to bomb­ 
ing of North Vietnam, he balked 
at another key point of a seven- 
step peace plan proposed by his 
chief rival for the Democratic 
presidential 
nomination, 
Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy. 
The issue involves M cCarthy’s 
insistence that the National Lib. 
oration Front, the political arm 
of the Viet Cong, be included in 
any South Vietnamese coalition 
government. 
If this point isn't settled in tile 
platform 
hearings, 
and 
that 
>eems unlikely, it probably will 
result in a floor fight when the 
party’s national convention con­ 
venes in Chicago next week. 
In a statem ent prepared for 
the opening hearing, Rep. Boggs 
urged the 110 platform drafters 
to “ beware of flying to the ex­ 
tremes of controversy” and to 
seek reconciliation between the 
views of old and young, white 
and black, poor and affluent. 
“ I am . . . concerned about 
tile new spirit of political intol­ 


erance that has been blowing j 
hard of late against the face of 
American politics,” the Louisia­ 
na congressman said. 
‘‘This attitude is so virulent in 
some quarters that it clearly de- 
fihes 
our 
param ount 
task— 
which is to effect a reconcili­ 
ation among the divided m em ­ 
bers of society ” 
But the lines of conflict be­ 
tween Humphrey and McCarthy 
hardened on Sunday when they 
took opposing views on the issue 
of inviting the Viet Cong into a 
new 
South 
Vietnam 
govern­ 
ment. 
‘‘The fundamental difference 
between myself and Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy is en the imposition of a 
coalition government . . . I can­ 
not agree with that,” Humphrey 
said. 
McCarthy was equally firm. 
He said he could see no hope 


fox compromise in peace efforts 
‘‘unless you have a willingness 
to include in a new government 
the forces that are fighting it.”

quarter, seeking revenge- They 
smashed store and car windows 
and set one car ablaze, and at­ 
tacked Arabs.

Mayor Teddy Kollek and the 
m inister of police, Eliahu Sas- 
son, condemned tile Israeli vio­ 
lence. 
Dayan’s tour of the Old City 
was described as a dem onstra­ 
tion to both sides that Jerusa­ 
lem “ still rem ains united.” He 
called on both Arab and Jew to 
“ rem ain friends.” 
He told new-smen “ criminal 
elem ents” were responsible for 
the grenade blasts and not the 
Arab population as a whole. He 
said tile culprits will be “dealt 
with as crim inals.”

Both p olitical p arties in this election 
year have been so p reoccup ied with 
the Vietnam War and violence in the 
streets that other issues have taken 
a back seat. 
And recent evidence indicates that 
one of these issues is p otentially as 
dangerous as the war and unrest. That 
is mishandling and lack of followup 
on the Alliance for Progress. 
A rep ort of the House Government 
Op erations Committee said recently 
that some of its investigators feel that 
unles*. real p rogress is made q uickly 
in housing and land reform p rograms 
in Latin America, “violence on a large 
scale is certain to break out sooner 
than five or six years." 
How this p rojection was arrived at 
is not clear. Six years is p eering far 
into the future. 
Anyway, it is something the U.S. 
could not afford. 
Such an outbreak of violence would 
almost certainly 
be 
exp loited 
by 
communists 
in 
Central 
and 
South 


America. Such conditions would be 
tailor made for Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro and his p lans for hemisp heric 
revolution. 
The p roblem is that no one seems 
to know what has been accomp lished 
and what p rograms are working. Nor 
has there been a meaningful study of 
how' the millions of American dollars 
have been used in the seven years the 
alliance has been in op eration. 
Too often the p rojects have been 
imp lemented casually or not at all. 
The new' administration w’hich takes 
over in January would be wise to 
reap p raise the Alliance for Progress 
and set p riorities and goals. 
The job is tremendous and can only 
be 
accomp lished 
with 
the 
full 
coop eration of the nations involved. 
It may be that some of the tasks 
originally set aside are unattainable 
in the decade set forth in the basic 
charter of Punta del Este. 
Perhap s for now the alliance should 
concentrate on what is p ossible.

Both political parties in this election 
year have been so preoccupied with 
the Vietnam War and violence in the 
streets that other issues have taken 
a back seat. 
And recent evidence indicates that 
one of these issues is potentially as 
dangerous as the war and unrest. That 
is mishandling and lack of followup 
on the Alliance for Progress. 
A report of the House Government 
Operations Committee said recently 
that some of its investigators feel that 
unles.'. real progress is made quickly 
in housing and land reform programs 
in Latin America, “violence on a large 
scale is certain to break out sooner 
than five or six years.*’ 
How this projection was arrived at 
is not clear. Six years is peering far 
into the future. 
Anyway, it is something the U.S. 
could not afford. 
Such an outbreak of violence would 
almost certainly 
be 
exploited 
by 
communists 
in 
Central 
and 
South 


America. Such conditions would be 
tailor made for Cuban Premier Fidel 
Castro and his plans for hemispheric 
revolution. 
The problem is that no one seems 
to know what has been accomplished 
and what programs are working. Nor 
has there been a meaningful study of 
how the millions of American dollars 
have been used in the seven years the 
alliance has been in operation. 
Too often the projects have been 
implemented casually or not at all. 
The new administration which takes 
over in January would be wise to 
reappraise the Alliance for Progress 
and set priorities and goals. 
The job is tremendous and can only 
be 
accomplished 
with 
the 
full 
cooperation of the nations involved. 
It may be that some of the tasks 
originally set aside are unattainable 
in the decade set forth in the basic 
charter of Punta del Este.
